All his 
life a man of unusual vigor, both men- 
tal and physical, the strain of an ag- 
gravated attack of indigestion told se- 
verely on/ him during t*he last few 
weeks and he became so emaciated 
that his appearance 
alarmed 
his 


friends. His seventy-eight years gave 
little encouragement for his recovery, 
and. -after a brave struggle tbc lawyer, 
soldi.er, diplomat, and author passed 
away.

. Worked to the Last. 


During his Ions period of illness, 


and even toward his last moments, 
Gen. 
Wallace with steady hand and 


clear -brain worked on his memoirs, a 
labor he had been following for some 
years. 


Lewis Wallace was born in Brook- 


ville, Franklin county, Ind., April 10, 
1S27. 
By every right' of ancestry he 


was entitled to the distinction which 
'he'received. He was "to ths manner 
born," cis father, David Wallace, hav- 
ing been elected governor, of "Indiana 
in 1837.aiitl-.to congress-'in-1842 from 
the Indianapolis district. The father 
was a'man'of strong parts- and_ of 
illustrious ancestry.-"~

'.In rlis youthful days-'Wall'a'ce',dis- 
played-a tendency to neglect the. op- 
portunities which his father's position 
gave-him. He hated books and' schools 
and remained at school only so-long 
a's it was impossible to avoid. In this 
manner h.p acquired / b u t _ little real 
foundational educational. 


- Goes *o the War. 


Previous -to the outbreak of the 


Mexican war Wallace had undertaken 
the study of law. When'the call for 
soldiers came <he was :aniong the first 
to enlist. 
He was not-yet 20 years 


old, but his services1 were so...meritori- 
ous that he came back from ..the war 
a lieutenant. At the close of the war 
he married Susan A. Elston, widow 
of a pioneer of Crawfordsvills. Their 
tastes were congenial, Mrs. Wallace 
herself being an author who achieved 
success ' in several books which sho 
has-published. 


At the beginning of the civil war he 


.was appointed adjutant general of 
Indiana and soon after colonel of the 
Eleventh- Indiana 
volunteers. 
He 


served in West Virginia and became 
brigadier general of volunteers in Sep- 
tember, 1861. He commanded at Don- 
elsan, was made major general,, led 
a division at Shiloh and prepared the 
defense of Cincinnati in 1SC3, saving 
the ci(y from capture by Gen. Edmund 
Kirby Smith. - Later ,ho saved Wash- 
ington from capture. ' 


' -Honored by Harrison. 


During the administration of Presi- 


dent Harrison he was appointed terri- 
torial, governor of New .Mexico. From 
1SS1 to 1885 he was minister to Tur- 
key.. As a_diplomat he was eminently 
successful.

terms, about 440 millions of dollars. 
This increase In the .value of rubber 
imported is due in part,, however, to 
an advance in 
price, 
the average 


value per pound 
of. the 
imports of 


crude rubber (including guttapercha) 
having been in 1SS4, 43 cents, and in 
1004, 
70 cents. 
The. total quantity 


of rubber imported in 'a crude state 
in 1SS4 was 
23,(i72,5C3 pounds, and 


in 1904, G1,SS9,75S pounds. 


A comparison of the importations 


of rubber in 1904 with those of !Sf4 
suggests not only the 
growing de- 


mands in the United States for 'this 
article, but the recognition b£ the im- 
portance of 
husbanding the . rubber 


resources of the world. In 1SS4 the 
only rubber .imports 'were crude rub- 
ber and gutta-percha. In 1904, -.how-', 
ever, there were not only crude rubr 
I her and gutta-percha, but also about 
15 million pounds

''of Bpme,q,,'.whi,ch";.'in. ,certijin lines of- 
manufacture ~is utilized instead- of in-;

Thus it would appear that the rapidly 
growing demand • for rubber' and the 
consequent danger that it may in time 
exceed the 'supply are suggesting to 
the manufacturers and others engag- 
ed in this industry the importance of 
husbanding of resources 
as far as 


possible. 


Brazil, of course, supplies the lar- 


gest share of- the rubber imports of 
the United States. Of the 62 million' 
pounds of india 
rubber imported in 


1904, 
341/3 million pounds came from 


Brazil, while' the bulk of the remain- 
der- came, ; apparently, •: from'., Africa. 
The original sources, however, of the 
larger

imports 
other than

The divinity dwells in the palaca and 
underneath, at the distance of a furlong 
or two, humanity is huddled abjectly in 
squalid, sraut-hegrim-Ed houses. Above 
all this squalor the potala .towers su- 
perbly. Its golden roofs shining intho 
sun like tongues of fire, are a landmark 
for miles and must Inspire awe and.ven- 
eration in the hearts Of pilgrims coming 
from tbe desert parts of Thibet, Kash-' 
mir and Mongolia to visit tbe sacred city 
that Buddha has blessed. 


The service which .Mr. Chandler was 


permittee! to attend were amazing- for 
their musical features. He says: 


The monks have extraordinarily deep, 


devotional voices, reaching deeper tones 
than any western bass. Tbe voice of 
l.OffO monks resembles the drons' of a 
subterranean monster, musically plain- 
live—the voice of the earth god pray- 
ing for release to the gods of the.slvies, 
in the inner temple are three enormous 
Images of the Buddhist trinity, .set.vith 
jewels from foot to crown. In the upp'er 
story, in a place we called "Aades," 
some lamas were worshiping the demon 
protectress of the grand lama. 
The 


music here was harsh-and barbaric. On 
pillars and on the walls were displayed- 
freaks of diabolical invention in the 
shape of scrolls and devil masks. - The 
object of this worship was huddled'in a 
corner, a dwarfish 
abortion, -hideous 


and malignant. All about the lama's 
fe-et ran little white mice, searching for 
grain, with whic,h they are fed' daily. 
They are scrupulously cared for, as in 
their bodies the stiuls of previous guard- 
ians of the shrine are believed to be re- 
incarnated. Some of the rites were con- 
ducted in deep and impressrwe silence. 
The monks sat like stone figures, as if 
oblivious of 'our presence. The reek of 
candles was almost suffocating.

, Madison,, Wis., Feb. 1C.—The sec- 
ond day's session of the Wisconsin 
Press association held in the rooms 
of the Madison Forty Thousand club 
this morning, was attended by a large 
number of. visiting editors- from all 
parts of the state.

Reporter on."How to Handle Country 
Correspondents:" and a Suggestive 
one 
by, Charles S. Crosse of the 


Stoughton Hub on "Collecting Sub-j 
scriptlqns," 
The principal address 


of the day was by President Charles 
Van Hise of the University of Wis- 
consin, who spoke on "Tlie Relation 
of the State Press to the State Uni- 
versity.,"- . President Van Hise dis- 
cussed the subject from two points 
of view, showing what the university 
has done and is doing in 'training its 
students for journalism; and what 
the state press can do in assisting 
the university to become the more 
effective servant of the state. 
He 


spoke in part as follows: 


Until within the last few years the 


university' lias made no special at- 
tempt to prepare its 
students 
for 


journalism, other than, to give them 
an education which will adapt them 
to the various walks of life. .But re- 
cently as a result of the. development 
of those departments of study which 
a "newspaper-man" should have train- 
ing in, the university is now. prepar- 
ing many of its students for the im- 
portant fields of journalism. Several 
years ago was' established what 
is 


called a course preparatory to jour- 
nalism, comprised of studies relative 
to the phases of life which the jour- 
nalist comes in contact with. 
The 


most: essential training that the uni-' 
-versify can give the student thinking 
of journalism is to equip him broad- 
ly with'the knowledge of the . ages 
and give him such intellectual power 
that ho will be continually fertile in 
applying' 'that knowledge to , present 
conditions. " W e 
appreciate, 
says 


President Van Hlse, that in this pro- 
fession as well as other lines of work 
some technical training is advisable 
and next.year the department .of Eng- 
lish will" train the students in _some 
of the particular features, as of writ- 
ing- for the papers, which require not 
a little practice.
